Construction is nearly complete and the BARLO MS Centre is set to 
open with 30,000 square feet of state-of-the-art medical facilities 
on the top two floors of the Peter Gilgan Patient Care Tower. We 
have built not just an amazing facility but an incredible team of 


clinicians and researchers. 


The centre features advanced clinical areas where patients 
with multiple sclerosis (MS) will be treated by our entire 


multidisciplinary team, an infusion innovation centre, an independent living lab, a gymnasium and more. 
Most importantly, the centre offers what patients need most: integrated care that is seamlessly coordinated. 


Neurologists, nurses, social workers, neuropsychologists, physio and occupational therapists and other professionals will 


provide care for the patient’s body, mind and life. 


That means patients — many of whom have mobility issues — won't have to go to different sites. It means a patient’s entire 
medical team knows their file and regularly consults on their progress. It means patients can participate in research that 
Spurs more insights into this intractable disease and leads to breakthroughs that will help the 2.8 million people living with 


MS throughout the world. And it means we may just do the inconceivable: stop MS in its tracks.

$42 million goal. Now we're gearing up for Angel Ball, our fundraising 


gala that will support The Schroeder BRAIN&HEART Centre. 


Construction of The Schroeder BRAIN& HEART Centre is well underway. This past year, we opened two cutting-edge 
catheterization labs, one of which was used to treat COVID-19 patients, and established the Schroeder Institute for 
Cardiac and Aortic Surgery in order to design new care pathways and train surgical fellows in open, endovascular and 
hybrid techniques. We are recruiting rising-star surgeon-scientists in structural and valve intervention and in advanced 
neurovascular interventions, including robotics. That’s enabling our medical teams to give patients treatment they 


otherwise wouldn’t have - and helping them to recover more quickly, with less pain and less time spent in hospital. 


Thanks to our donors, we are forging an exciting new frontier in integrated and precision medicine for the brain and heart. 


It seems simple, but in reality, it’s a revolutionary model of care. And it’s only happening at St. Michael’s.

St. Michael's leading experts handle the most complex 
maternal- and neonatal-care cases. And we have a community 
of compassionate donors and an equally compassionate 


campaign chair, Dan Sullivan, and cabinet, who believe that 
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every baby deserves the best possible start in life. 
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That’s why our donors are helping us build a larger, 
technologically advanced maternity ward — with obstetrics 
and gynecology, a NICU and a recovery unit, all on one floor. The goal is to keep moms and 


babies together because that results in less infection, more weight gain and better cognitive development down the road. 


The design is based on FICARE (Family Integrated Care), the gold standard that has parents working alongside nurses in 
the NICU to care for their sick babies. It’s driven by sound research that shows how family support improves the odds of a 


better and quicker recovery. 
This past year, we passed the halfway milestone in our $10 million campaign, with $6 million raised.
